Perions who have lately made it their Study, and [ am fure 
no Body can fay they have not found their Account in it 
both in Interelt and Reputation. 

*Tis true, the Religious Orders, in the Cathelick Coun- 
trics, have been great and liberal Patrons of this Study ; 
and, the Reafon is plain: By a litle Ecclefiaf ick Craft, 
they found their Account in it themfelves ; and turn'd 
that into Superftition, which ought to have been Decora- 
tion only: "Tis owing to their Abufe of this noble Art, 
that "tis in Difgrace with us, with Regard to Church-Or- 
nament: All Reformations run into Excefs, and while we 
abolifh what is criminal, we are too apt to trefpa‘s upon 
what is ufeful. °*Tis my Opinion, that holy and devout 
Pictures are no Fault in themfelves, and "tis certain they 
have a very fine Effet in making the Face of Religion 
gay and beautiful. I would therefore recommend this Ufe 
of them to the Clergy, and other Superintendants of 
Church-Revenues : That even Devotion itfelf might be 
made inftrumental in the Encouragement of Tafte and Po- 
litenefs.

of no Abilities to do any Thing pertéét, or another of the 
greateft, without due Reward to anfwer his Time and 
‘Trouble.
